The revenue resolutions introduced by Mr,
S, 8. Cox, on Monday, are oriticised by the
ffveninyg Post with more candor than judg-
ment., Mr. Cox's resolutions, n9 transmitied
by the Asuociated Press, ron thus: —

‘Tmt there are many dutiable artlcl»8, as salt,
roal, eto., which shonld be entirely free; aod others,
sich 43 inmber, pigiron, ete,, od which the duaty

We Liope to find that the first of these raso-

Intions 18 misreported, although the Post in-
dorses it in the form given. We suspect an
error because the resolution as it atands is
nconsistent with itsclf, and, if correctly re-
ported, is not defensible. It would be a mis-
take to raise $125,000,000 a year for the ex-
tinction of the public debt. The proposed
Jimitation of the ordinary annual expenses to
S100,000,000 i excellemt. ‘U'he next olanse
of the first resolution “‘that the money raised
by taxation should not exoeed $250,000,000 a
year,” Las also our hearty approba-
tion, if that snm is meant to include the
whole nnnur.l_ taxation. But in that ocase,
instead of #125000,000 for interest and
an  equal sum for the extinotion of the
debt, oniy 25,000,000 wonld be applied to
the latter object. This, in our judgwent, is
nuite enongh: and we hope to find that ths
total taxes proposed by Mr. Cox amoant to
ouly 260,000,000, of which $100,000,000 are
for ordinary expsnses; $125,000,000 for inte-
reat, and the balance of $25,000,060 to go to-
wards tho exticetion of the debt, If, as we
suspect and trust, this is the true reading of
the resolution, it ia unobjestionable, practi-
cal, and statesmanlike. Our firat ohject
shonld be an equitabla aud well-adjusted
system of taxation, with as hieht burdeus as
are cowpatible with the nutional obligations;
when such o system is once in suceessful
operation, the growth of our population will
yiald a coustantly increasing sarplus which
auay be applied to the extinction of the public
debt.

The fvening Post dissents, at some longth.
from the second of these resolutions. We
do not wigh ln_he understood as indorsing it;
bnt the objections of the IPost are weak and
untennble. We insert its rensoning on (he
chisf head of dissent:—

“The Constitution permita direct texes to be ap-
perifoned by Congress among she States, hit only
i the proportion of their representriive populatiou.
but doe= not permitiany taxces to be apporbioned on
sty other besls,

“Now the Commissioner ol Internal Revenue has
maae 8 careinl estimate of the annual recelps of
iuternal yevenue, under existing iaws, from each
state, exciading sales of stamps; and he tells us in
fils anuual report that New York, with & nopulasion
of 4,310,000, will pay §20,568,000 per anpuin, er at
the rate of §448 for each inhavliant: while the six
Stated of Texas, Bouth Carolina, Mississippl, Ala-
ama, Arkansas, aid Kansas, with alinost precisely
the same population, will pay §905 N, or At ths rate
of 2Weents for each Inhablinnt; less than five per
seit., or one-twantieth, of the rate of national texe-
tion in New York.

“Eyen if it be admitied that our system of taxy-
tion {8 peculiarly severe upon the centres of wealth
and seade, it is yet certaln that this diatribution of
the levy is (ar more just than one foanded on popu-
Intion, voder which sueh Statea as thoss named
would have te ralse three dollare for esch inhavi-
tant, or nearly fiteen times a8 mach as now. Tols
I8 platn, if ke natare of the taxes levied be sonsl-
dered, They are mainly raised from spirits, ale,
tobaoco, special dutdes on trade, aud [ncomes. If
oniy She taxes on spirlts, ale, and tobacco were re-
Lined, I.IN:!r must needs be collected where the
ariwlas are_manufacsared, or not at all, Andjhy 8
distrihution Amony the States, on the constitutional
basia, those States in which there are few manuinc-
sures of ike gind, or pone, would be burdened bhe-
yond endurauce,”

Plausible, but foolish, This reasoniog
leaves out of view the obvious fact that taxes
en articles of consumption are ultimately
paid by the comsnmers. The money paid
into the Treasury by the distillers, brewers.
and tobacoonists goes into the price of their
goods. Thoy get it back from their cus-
tomers, and these again from eir cous-
tomers, until at last the whole burden falls
on the users of lignors and tobacco. States
abounding in distilleries, breweries, and to-
baceo manufactories seem to pay a dispropor-
tionate amount of the taxes, but they really
fny anly in proportion to their consumption,

{ the people of Arkausas are as much ad-
dicted to whisky and tobaoco (which is pro-
bable) as the people of New York, they con-
tribute their full proportion to the revenus,
even if there be not a distillery or a cigar
manufactory in the State. Mr, Cox's pro-
poasl to apportion the tax therefore in-
volvea no sxch injustice ns the Postf tries to
sot {orth. .

Mr. Oox's evident aim is to abolish the ex.
pensive aystem of Federal eolleotion. Every
State has necessarily its own machinery for
lavying and collecting taxes; and the same
officers could collect the Fedpral taxes with-
out additional expense. The Federal system
would not be so very costly il assessors, ool-
lectors, and detectives were appointed ouly
where digtilleries, breweries, etc , are actnally
loeated. But this would never do; becanse if
there were large sections of the country
withont such officers, thsy would abound with
illicit diatillation, It is necessary to spread a
petwork of revenue officers aund spies over
the whole country, although the bulk of
the internal revenue is collected in a
few localities. Mr., Cox's resolution aiwms
to swesp away the whole expensive
system, and devolve the collestion on

@ BState officers. The change would
bring & twofold relicf. Besides nvi:ﬂ
the oompensation of the Fede
tax-gathorers, there would be a still greater
saving in the cost of taxed articles t» con
sumers. Take whisky, for example. The tax
is p.ul hy the distiller. He :‘_lmrgu!i the dealer

who buys of bimn not only the tax which he |
advanced, but a reasonable profit on it; and |

this dealer charges the next with a proit on
both the tax and the preseding profit; a pro-
oass repeatod at every transfer of the goods,
until the article ig enhauped Lo the consomer
by at least double the amount of ths tax

| in the rfnh'm prafer the collection of such
| toxes throngh their own officers. It is not
| probable that any State woonld refase to col-
leot a Federal tax, when the cerfain couse-

‘ gquence would be its collection by IMederal
officers. There would bhe no coercion of the
Btate authoritier; thoy would collect the tax
voluntarily, if at all; aud there is no reason
to donbt they wonld prefer their own officers,
We confess, however, that wae attich less
importance to this change than to the redue-
tion of the rovenue to a limit not exoseding
250,000,000, and a revision of the tarift
upon revenue prinoiples, Even if we were
fully convinced of the expsadiency of Hiate

POLITICAL DISABILITIES.
Frowm the N. ¥. Times,

The guestions involved in the muaintenance
or removal of political disabilities do not
seem very diffioult of solation, The disabili-
ties are not the produot of vindictiveness or
batred, but arose ont of the exigencies of the
situation conseqnent upon the suppressien of
the Rebellion, They dre precautionary, not
penal, in their echaracter. They wers called
for by the cirenmsinnces throngh which the
country was required to passin eonsnmma-
ting the policy of reconstruction. AL no pe-
riod has there been any gencral disposition to
uphold them a day longer than they appeared
to be essential to the application and snocess
of a broad natioual policy. The most infla-
ential Republican Sonators and Rspressnta-
tives have again and again afllirmed their de-
sire to romeve all disabilitics, so soon as the
condition of the country rendered the pro-
ceeding safe. The convention which nomi-
nated General Graul for the Presidency
placed the whole question on that ground.
Itaftirined the wisdom and jnstico of amnesty,
leaving the matter of time for the considera-
tion of the party in Congress,

It is idle, then, to dwell on the abatract
werits of amnesty. The Senators and Rep-
resentatives who disenss pending proposi-
tions a8 though some great favor were to be
conferred, forgot that the Republican party
bas already proclaimed the expediency of the
course sustained in one branch by Mr, Schurz
and in the other by Mr. Farnawotth, The
resolution offered by Mr. Schurz covers the
whole ground: —

“Regolved, T'hat the gualitications awd disabilities
imposed upon persons lately tn Rebelllon agalost
the Government of the Unltod States were dictated
by Imperative publle necessities, and not by & apieit
of hatred or vipdictivencsas, and that as soon a8
such public necessitles coase, due regard for the
fundamental principles of our syetem of govern-
ment, 48 well asg every consideration of sound
statesmunship, demands=the removal of those dis-
qua’itications and disabilities.”

When the time comos for action, the eon-
siderations which dictate the removal of dis-
abilities also dictate the doing of it in tlie
most acceptable manner. It is possible to
spoil a measure in itself intended to be Lene-
ficial by exacting ungenerous conditions, or
by displaying a grudging, vindietive temper.
If amnesty i8 to be grantad
at all, let it be granted graciously.
Iteservations and provisos aimed at partivular
classes of influential men take from the pro-
ceeding all semblance of magnanimity. If it
is not prudent to restore the entire Sonth to
the full privileges of citizenship, let the case
be so understood. Those coneerned must
abide the advent of 8 more auspicious day,
On the other hand, if we havereached a point
at whieh danger to the Union may be con-
sidered passed—if we conolude that the con-
dition of things anticipated by the Clicago

fear—then let the belief be xo tendered that
(it shall belp to obliterate the remnants of ill
feeling, as well as to perfect Lhe restoration
of the Union,

Judged by these standards, CGeneral DBat-
ler's bill is mest objectionable.

turies sgo. ‘T'he soil of Sonth Jersey is, for

the most part, light and thin, and needs
heavy applications of fertilizers to fit it for
profitalile cultnure,
der it productive underlies in abundanoce a
considerabla portion of that region: bat its |
great bulk renders the use of railroads indis-
pensnble to ita adequate distribution, The |
farmer who must wagon his marl over deap,
clogging, sandy tracka throngh the wilder- ‘
nese for ten to twenty miles, rarely or never |
does or will apply snough of it to fit his land
for growing the crops which his markets re- |
llilill-. Quite often, he serutches a bare sub- |
sistence from a hundred acres, when a tenth
of it, adeqnately fartilized, would insnre him
a generous income. Thonsands after thon-
sands bave given up in despair and migratod
to the West, abandoning lands on which
crops might be grown us amply and cheaply |
as in the preat valley and eold for twice as
much, if they bad enjoyed faoilities for
cheaply fertilizing their lands frowm the marl- |
beds pot twenty miles distant,

The needed railroads wonld be rapidly con-
strnoted if the legislation of the State favared
them, What is needed isa general law author- |
izing, under proper safeguards, such roads to
be built wherever capital can be found to
construet them.  [f this eonsammation ean
be bastened and assnred by a prospect of
sharing in the enrrying trade between this |
city and PLiladelphia, the interests of New
Jersey imperatively demand that this pros-
pect be beld ont.  Had therse never beon a |
monopoly of this trads acoorded to the Cam-
den snd Amboy combination, thera wonld
bave heen not less than four through lines in
operation this day, as thers ara four diatinet |
lines (by Hartford, by Norwich, by Provi-
dence, and by Fall lliver) between this oity
and Boston. Under this poliog, the popula- i
tion of New Jersey by the census wonld have
been at least a quarter of a willion more than |
it is, her annnal prodnciion one hundred
millions greater, and her wealth imwmensely
mgre. The past cannot be recalled ; but the |
monopoly has expired by limitatioh: and it
shonld now be estublished, as a corner-stone
of New Jersey's policy, that wherever capital
can be fonnd to constinct a railroad, therae it
way be constronoted, and mny earry all that
olfters on such terws as the parties may agree
upon.

The great companies are powerful and
wenlthy. They ean afford to spend half a
million per annum at Trenton to maintain
for a season their gainful monopoly. They |
need no re-enactment of that monopoly in |
terma; it will serve them to have each suc-
cessive Legislature bribed not to charter any |
road that can compete with them for the
through trafiic. The people will comprehend |
this, and will serntinize the non.action as |
well as the votes of the twe honses and their |
Railroad Committees.

As to the election of a United Stutes Sena-
tor, let the first man who offers, no ma'ter
how obliquely, to pay money for votes, be
exposed and renderad infamons. The State
necds her strongest man in the Senate—one |
who will be heard and felt in opposition to
the pending attack upon the policy of pro- |

tection to home industry. Through ail her |
mutations of politics, New Jersey has stood
firwly by the poliey of protection, and her
recent rapid growth in popnlation and wealth
is largely due to the trinmph of that policy.
Other States have some leading interest—
iron, cotton, woollens, or some other—New
Jersey has a hundred diverse branches—pot-
tery, glass, rubber, cotton, silk, saddlery,
ete., eto.—which separately may be weak, but
collectively are potent; and their prosperity
depends upon the mnintenance of protection.
